N AMERICAN SOLDIER DEAD. | 

In the death’ at his home/ near Rochester, of 
Maj-Gen. Elwell 8. Otis, U.S.A. (retired,) the 
country has lost a strong man, a patriot, a good 
soldier and an able administrator. His record is 
honorablé and distinguished. He was born in 
Frederick City, Md., March 25, 1838, graduated at 
the University of Rochester in 1858, was made 
LL.D. by the same college in 1900, and LL. B., Har- 
vard Law School, in 1861. + 

He entered the Union army as a captain in the 
One Hundred and Fortieth New York Volunteers 
in 


colonel of the same regiment in December, 1863, 
and subsequently to colonel, but was never mustered 
into the volunteer service with that rank, because 
of disability caused by wounds in battle. He was 
honorably mustered out in January, 1865, and was 
brevetted 


colonel and brigadier-general of volun- 


teers for gallantry at Spottsylvania and distin- 
guished. service at Chapel House. 

In the reorganization of the army under the 
Act of 1866 he was appointed lieutenant-colonel of 
the Twenty-second Infantry in January of that 
year; was brevetted colonel in the United States 
army March 2, 1867; was promo to the full 
rank of colonel in February, 1880, assigned to 
the Twentieth Infantry. He was made a brigadier- 
general in November, 1893, and was in command 
of the Department of Colorado, with headquarters 
at Denver, When the outbreak of the war with 
Spain occurred. He was made major-general of 
volunteers in May, 1898, and major-general in the 
United States a in June, 1900. He was as- 


signed to duty in Francisco May 19, 1898, his 


work being the mobilizing and dispatch of troops 
to the Philippines. He sailed for Manila July 15, 
1898, and relievéd Maj.-Gen. Wesley Merritt as 
commanding general ‘of the Eighth Army Corps 
and Governor in the islands August 29, 1898. He 
conducted the first operations agairist the Filipino 
insurgents, and ormed the duties of Military 
Governor until y 5, 1900. He was a member of
